EX-FIREMAN JAMES B. FRENCH ARREST- 
ED, CHARGED WITH THE CRIME. 


Salvage Corps Captain Evans and Others 
Had Eeen Warned That the O’Neill 
Building Would Be Destroyed by Ex- 
plosives—A Watch Set to No Avail— 
Startling Disclosures Pending—French 
Protests His Innocence. 


John O’Neill’s handsome bar-room at 208 
North Sixth street was blown up with dyna- 
mite or powder at 2:300’clock this morn- 
ing, and the fire which resulted from 
the explosion burned out A. A. Selkirk 
& Co., auctioneers, at 206 South Sixth 
Street and Henry Ostereicher’s tallor shop in 
the front part of O’Niell’s saloon. The total 
loss is $35,000. James B. French, an ex-mem- 
ber of the Salvage Corps, is behind the bars 
Ofthe Four Courts holdover charged with 
blowing up and setting the house on fire. 

At 2:30 o’clock this morning a passer-by 
Baw smoke issuing out of the third floor 
Windows of Selkirk’s auction store, and 
hurried around to No. 6 Engine House, 
Where he gave a “still alarm. When 
the firemen arrived they saw the 
whole house was ablaze and turned 
in an alarm. Before the engines arrived 
ag was a terrific explosion, which lifted 
he bar of O’Neill’s saloon off the floor, and 
When it descended it went jnto the cellar 
through the *floor, which had  0been 
blown up, and the roof followed it, 
being brought down by ‘the concussion. 
When the firemen brokeinthe front doorsa 
volume of smoke poured forth which pre- 
vented them from entering, and fora time 
they were compelled to fight the fire from the 
Street, so dense were the fumes.

All of a sudden 
there was an explosion and the rear additions 
tumbled into the cellar. ‘the fremen 
fortunately got back in time to escape 
being dumped into the biazing cellar with 
the roof and partition walls. There was an 
explosion—I heard it distinctly—and it was 
this that ripped up the rear ends of the two 
buildings.’ 

Chief Lindsay said the fire would certainly 
be investigated further, and that he wanted 
all the facts brought out clearly. 

It was stated to-day that the tip re- 
vealing the plot to  biow up the 
saloon was given to Charles Carroll, the 
fire adjuster, and that he overheard it in 
a conversation, Mr. Carroll was found 
in his office in the American Central 
building and asked in what manner he gained 
his information. Mr. Carroll said it was alla 
mistake; that he did not ive the tip 
and knew nothing ofthe explosion until this 
morning. He also said he didnot know who 
did it and had not been told who was to do 

CAPT. EVANS’ STATEMENT. 

Capt. Charles Evans of the Salvage Corps 
said, when he was seen to-day, thatthe re- 
port that he had received information that 
there was to be an explosion and fire on the 
east side of Sixth street between Olive and 
Pine streets was correct. The tip, he said, 
was given him late Saturday night and his 
informant told him thatfrom what he had 
heard the place wasto be shattered abont 3 
o’clock this morning. ‘‘At first,’’ said, 
Capt. Evans, ‘‘I did not attach very much 
importance tothe matter, but later on cor- 
roborative information reached me.

Taking of Testimony in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 


A PROSECUTION INSTITUTED UNDER THE 
BUCKET-SHOP LAW. 


A Judicial Inquiry Into the Nature of the 
Alleged Business Transactions—Chas.

Philip McDermott, John A. Monroe, John

The case came up before Judge George 
Anderson on account of Judge OClal- 
borne being absent from the city, with 
Leverett Bell appearing for the State and 
Chester Krum for the defendants. The first 
witness placed on the stand was Detective 
Scully, who testified as to how the business 
was run, substantially as has been printed 
in the Post-DIsPpATCH heretofore. When 
asked where the numerous’ mines were lo- 
cated, he replied that they were supposed to 
be in the State of § California. Mr. 
Bell asked the witness if the concern 
recived quotations from other Exchanges, to 
which Judge Krum objected on the grounds 
that other bucket shops received quotations 
and were not molested by the law. The op- 
jection being overruled the witness answered 
thatit was alleged that the Exchange re- 
ceived quotations from Chicago. 

P. H. Moore, areporter of the Globe- Demu- 
crat, was the next witness put on the stand. 
He testified that he asked Mr. Tracy if the 
mining companies were incorporated, and he 
informed him that they were, but under the 
laws of California; also, that the stock was 
common and not preferred, and that he had 
a right to dispose of the certificates in any 
city if he could finda purchaser. , 

Court then adjourned until 2:30 o’clock, 
Before the case is completed, it is promised 
that some interesting developments will be 
brought out.

A. A. Selkirk occupled the south half of the 
building, which was three stories high in 
front and two stories high intherear. The 
basement and the three floors were well 
Hlied with household goods of every descrip- 
tion, and a great many costly mirrors. Out 
of the entire stock Mr. Selkirk will 
hardly save $1,000 worth. He places 
his loss at $15,000, on which 
he had about $10,500 insurance. He was just 
recovering from the effects of a fire a little 
overayearagoat 12 North Seventh street, 
where his losses were quite heavy. He rent- 
edthe building from Mrs. Clara Ewing and 
the Bertold estate and had a “five-yeur 
lease on the premises. He sald 
this morning he would have a 
store rented by night and Phcentx-like 
would rise from the ashes about Saturday 
and start anew. Henry Osteriecher, the 
tailor, who occupied the front part of 
O’ Neill’s saloon, will suffer a loss of $3,009, on 
which he has $2,500 insurance. His stock is 
Gamaged by smoke and water, and will be 
unfit for use. 

John O’Nelil’s saloon is a complete wreck. 
The floor was blown up and the roof caved in, 
crushing the bar ana mirror and the side 
rooms. The place was fitted up about a year 
ago ata cost of $8,000 and was considered the 
most ellegantly equipped bar in the city. 
Mr. O’ Neill owned tne building he occupied 
and his loss in building,stock and fixtures,will 
be about $12,000. Barrels of wine and liquor 
storedin the basement were blown open by 
the heat anc added to the general loss. Mr. 
O’Neill carried an insurance of $30,500 on 
bullding and stock. 

A STARTLING STORY. 

As soon as the fire was put out this morn- 
ing Chief Lindsay and Capt. Evans wentto 
the Four Courts and told sergt. George Muel- 
ler, acting night chief, a startling story. 
Capt. Evans said he was approached last 
Saturday night by a young man who 
said that John O’Nelll’s saloon, 208 North 
Sixth street, would be blown up and burned 
between the 21st and the 23d 
at 3 o’clock in the morning. Capt. 
Evans frequently receives such tnformation 
and in most cases it proves to be a false 
@larm. He decided, however, to keep a watch 
and placed two menu near the saloon Saturday 
night, 

lie detailed three men to watch the place 
last night, but they eviaently went off watch 
soon after the saloon closed, at 1 o’clock, as 
they were not th\re when the explosion took 
piace. 

From the appearance of the place when the 
firemen got there the fire had been burning 
an hour or more and must 
have been started just after the 
saioon was closed ore!sethe incendiary had 
arranged a candle early inthe evening when 
the saiocon was open, so asto burn down to 
goine intammabile materialearly in the morn- 
ing. Atany rate, the saloon fixtures and the 
interior of the saloon are but slightly 
scorched, but the floor is torn up and 
the roof has fallen, which shows the shock 
must have been very powerful. A thin’ board

Acting Chief of Police Reedy was very 
wrathy on arriving at the Four Courts this 
morning and learning thatthe plot to blow 
up the saloon was known last Saturday. He 
said the police should have been 
informed at once, and they 
should have handled the case. 
If that was done the place would not have 
caught fire, he claims. Capt. Kvans’ infor- 
mant, itis supposed, gave him the name of 
the man whom he Cialmed was to blow up the 
saloon and he in turn gave the name to the 


JAMES B. FRENCH ARRESTED, 

James b. French, an ex-member of the 
falvage Corps, was arrested this morning at 
the scene of the fire and explosion and was 
taken to the Four Courts, where he was 
charged with having done the job. French fs 
well known in town. At one time he was 
employed as a detective by Thomas 
Furlong, and after giving up that work was 

laced on the SalvageU orps. Five years ago 

e left that position, and since has not been 
regularly employed. He was arrested ip No- 
vember, 1889, on acharge of arson, it being 
said he set fire to his own 
house on Glasgow. avenue to get the 
insurance. This case, which has been 

ending in the Criminal Court for four years, 

s now set for trial in November. 

FRENCH SAYS HE IS PERSECUTED,

AslI 
have said,unless the customer knows exactly 


what she wants and asks for it in language 
understood by this popular people, she runs 
a very slim chance of getting anything at all. 
thas she must not as for ‘*muslin,’’ but for 
‘*‘long-cloth.’’ while if she wants some 
‘*Swiss,’’ she mustask to be shown ‘*mus- 
lin.’’? Ifshe wants some ‘‘calico’’ for her 
servants’ dresses, she must not ask 
for that, but for ‘‘print.’’ ‘‘Calico,’’ on 
the other hand, must be asked for if 
one wants some cotton or twill sheeting. 
She must not speak of a ‘*spool of cotton’’ 
unless she wants to be greeted with the 
stony stare of vacuous ignorance, but fora 
*‘reel of thread’’ and then it may be placed 
before her with the smirking query, ‘‘And 
the nex’ thing, midim!’’ for it may be noted 
that salesmen and saleswomen—who, by 
the way, have not yet attained 
the doubtful elevation of our 
sales ‘‘ladies’’ and ‘‘gentlemen’’—‘‘mid- 
im’’ their feminine customers to the 
verge of exasperation.

LEGALIZED WRONG. 

Jn this Democratic country, where all 
men are supposed to be equal before the 
law, it is easier to drive a camel through a 
needie’s eye than to punish a criminal as 
he should be punished :f he is backed by 
strong family or financial influence, Cases 
in which highly placed offenders secure 
practical immunity are so common that 
they do not excite surprise, and have come 
to be taken quite as matters of course or 
necessary evils which are partof the nature 
of things, and are therefore not to be 
grumbled at. . 

But wrong doing is not confined to vio- 
lations of the law. The more usual method 
is to ‘‘first get your law’’ and then ‘‘ work 
it’? to your profit. This is much the 
safest way, because among the unthinking 
morality and legality are synonymous 
terms. The coal trust of Pennsylvania, 
although gaid to be contrary to statute, 
will probably find some legal ground on 
which to rest its case. Organizers of such 
conspiracies seldom act unless they know 
that they have the law on their side. 
Having established themselves they 
proceed to squeeze a few million out 
of the helpless consumers and those who 
object are either fanatics or wanting in re- 
spect for law. When a bill to provide 
revenue is before the House of Representa- 
tives, Mr. Carnegie is asked to write the 
iron and steel schedule, which he does to 
the infinite discomfort and loss of 
users of iron and steel. The 
schedule confers upon him a privi- 
lege to levy tribute upon them. Mr. 
Platt, seeing a good opportunity to make 
money by employing convict labor in Ten- 
nessee coal mines, gets the privilege from 
a pliant Legislature and thereby ruins a 
whole community of free American citi- 
zens and drives them from their homes. 

There- is a privileged class growing 
up Government instituted 
to preserve the equal rights of 
all and prevent the acquisition of 
special privileges by a few, and courts and 
executives have become so used to the idea 
that when a law-breaker comes up for pun- 
ishment he is leniently dealt with if he 
happens to possess the usual accompani- 
ments of privilege—wealth and social influ- 
ence. 

The effect of such a policy cannot but be 
demoralizing. It breeds arrogance at one 
end of the social scale and servility or re- 
bellion at the other. Special interests 
have been the exclusive care of the na- 
tional legislature for thirty years, ar 
many have forgotten that the nation wa 
intended to be an ‘‘institution of rights;’’ 
and it is significant that some of those 
who have not forgotten it are now en- 
gaged in the mountain fastnesses of Ten- 
nessee in an unlawiul attempt to vindicate 
the rights of which they have been law- 
fully deprived. How long will it be before 
similar protests are heard in other and less 


primitive communities? 
Gov. RussELL of Massachusetts has 


twice carried his State for the Democracy 
on a platiorm of economy and tariff re- 
form, and will take the lead again th 
year. Maybe he can pull Cleveland 
through. Although the electoral vote of 
the Bay State will not be needed if two or 
three Western States are won, it would be 
a pretty ornament to the solid edifice of 
Democratic success.

Democratic Clubs Erlisting in the Rank

Crowds of Knights Arriving on Every 
Train at Kansas City. 


ELABORATE DECORATIONS ALONG THE 
PROMINENT STREETS. 


Crush at the Headquarters of Gen. Carna- 
han, Commander-in-Chief—Report of 
the Officers of the Zndowment Rank— 
What the Figures Show—Scenes at the 
Oamp Grounds. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 22.—The arrival of 
the Pythian army is progressing. Yesterday 
the Knights arrived in divisions. To-aay 
they are coming in brigades. Everywhere 
over the city they are to be seen; everywhere 
wave the brilliant colors of the order. 

An ehormous influx of visitors is arriving 
with the Knights; nor are all here that are 
coming by any means. Many of them upon 
arriving proceed to Camp Shaw. Every 
gaily decked cable car that runs to the camp 
bears a crowd of people that fill it com- 
pletely, and many were banging on the plat- 
forms, Some, more venturesome than 
others, climbonthetop of the cars, and so 
make the journey to the camp. All visitors 
are treated with the utmost courtesy at the 
camp, there having been made no attempt 
at establishing yards, and every one who be- 
haves decently has full license to go every- 
where and investigate until his curiosity is 
fully satisfied. 

Expressive ofthe welcome which the city 
extends tothe visitors, profuse decorations 
greet each comer’seye. Nearly every build- 
ing in town Is gaily decorated with fags and 
bunting and Pythianembiems. No building 
has been considered too insignificant for 
decoration and the. one-story shanty vies 
with the great office building for a share of 
public observation. Eventhe Union Depot, 
hideous in architecturejand an eye-sore to 
the whole West,has been made almost imper- 
Ceptibie to the thousanfis of visitors. Great 
arches, beautifully draped with the Pythian 
colors, span at intervals the streets along 
the proposed line of march. At the inter- 
sections of the cross streets and Main street 
down town have been erected illuminating 
arches, from which will shine vari-colored 
lights, while at the corners of 
the streets stand great gag trees, each 
with a branch bearing (hundreds of 
ate. At the junction a sort of plaza, in the 

eart of the business portion of the city 
where three prominent streets|meet, a great 
pole has been erected, draped with the colors 
after the style of the May-pol¢, while there 
stretch from its topto the tops of neighbor- 
ing buildings huge streamers) of bine, yel- 
low and red bunting. Thus does the city ap- 
pear to the arriving Knights. : 

RECEPTION OF KNIGHTS. 

To-day was given up toreception of the ar- 
riving division regiments and Drigades and 
to the settling of the arrivals on Camp George 
B. Shaw. The divisions of the Missouri brig- 
ade,which have been assigned tio escort duty, 
are beginning to learn what fatiguethat feat- 
urejof an‘encampment occasions. They are on 
the march from morning until hight between 
the various railway stations aind the camp 
and escorting the arriving Knights. The lat- 
terassoonasthey disembark from the train 
aré taken in hand by the escorting divisions, 
led to the camp and turned over tothe vg ad 
reception committee. Later im the day the 
camp was placed under strict military rales 
and everything conducted in a truly martial 
manner. 

The camp was a busy sceneto;day. Divis- 
fons, regiments and brigades were arriving 
and arranging their quarters. Bodies of men 
were marciiing toand fro, paying fraternal 
visits, while some of the divisions put ina 
good part ofthe day preparing) for the com- 
petitive drills. The throng of) visitors in- 
creased the liveliness of the sceme. The cen- 
ter of attraction seemed to be the tent which 
serves 1s headquarters for Maj.-Gen. Carna- 
han. Thither flocked the offi¢ers of each 
newly arrived body of Knights eager to pay 
their respects totheir chief. ‘The crush of 
visitors increased as the day prajressed. The 
General was forced to seek the seciusion of 
his private quartersin order tovattend to his 
official duties, leaving his aides on duty to do 
reception duty. 

THE ENDOWMENT RANK. 

The report of the officers of the endowment 
rank Knights of Pythias, to be presented to 
the Supreme Lodge which meets to-morrow 
states on July 1, 1892, there were ‘1,417 active 
sections, 29,407 members and the endowment 
in force was $62,952,000, showing an increase 
of 500 sections, 8,000 members aind $17,000,000 
endowment in the two years preceding.

FRIENDLY MEETING. 


The Court Version of Gladstone’s Re- 
ception at Osborne, 


HIS INTERVIEW WITH THE QUEEN WAS 
VERY CORDIAL. 


Protest of Radicals in Behalf of Labou- 
chere—Mormon Missionaries in Lon- 
don—Conferring Titles Upon Distin- 
guished Britone — Probability of 
Trouble Between Chili and Peru. 


LONDON, Aug, 22.—An authority who fs 
thoroughly familiar with everything that 
goes on atcourt bas stated, apropos of the 
many reports in circulation regarding Mr. 
Gladstone’s visit tothe Queen at Osborne 
House when he accepted office, that there 
was nothing to show thatthe Liberal leader 
was not thoroughly persona grata to the 
Queen and other members of the royal! family 
present at Osborne House. On the evening 
of theday of his yisit Mr. Gladstone sat for 
two hours in conversation on the terrace 
with the Prince of Wales. His interview with 
Her Majesty was especially cardial, and the 
Queen in no way showed the dislike for him 
which is commonly attributedto her. When 
Mr. Gladstone rejoined the ladies in the 
drawing-room he was in high spirits and was 
the life of the conversation that ensued. 

In consequence of a letter from Mr. Henry 
Labouchere, stating that the Queen had op- 
posed his nomination as a member of the 
new Ministry, the Liberal Radical Associa- 
tion of Northampton, which constituency 
Mr. Labouchere represents in the House of 
Commons, has tssued summonses to the 
other Radical associations of the country to 
Join with it in an indignation protest. 

Considerable anxtety prevalis in religious 
circies because of the work that is being car- 
ried on here by Murmon missionaries. They 
have been especially active in North London, 
and itis said have gained quite a number of 
converts to their faith. A petition was re- 
cently presented tu the London County Coun- 
cil asking it to stop the Mormon propaganda, 
which is carried on principally through open 
air meetings. The Coupcil considered the 
petition and finally refused to stop the out- 
door meetings. A Baptist minister in the 
liornsey district, in denouncing the perver- 
sions of his flock ,stated that Brigham Young, 
Jr., who isa European apostie of the Mor- 
mon Church, sends 500 converts to Utah 
annually. The greater part of these con- 
verts, he added, were English. 

A peerage has been conferred on the Rt. 
Hon. Sir Lyon Playfair, Member of \Parlia- 
ment for South Leeds. Sir Lyon is 78 years of 
age, one of the most learned men in England. 
He is a Scotchman, born in India, where his 
father was Inspector-Generai of Hospitals. 
The elevation of Sir Lyon tothe peerage will 
leave the seat for South Leeds vacant. As 
Sir Lyon had a majority of 1,535, the séat 
seems to be safe for thé Liberals. 

A peerage has beerr Conferreii on Mr. Cyrel 
Flower, Member of Parliament for south 
Bedfordshire. Mr. Flower ig one of the 
handsomest and wealthiest members of tke 
House of Commons, He is 49 years of age, is 
married toa daughter of the house of Roths- 
child, and owns much property'iia South Lon- 
don. He has been called to the bar, but be- 
longs to a firm of merchants. 

A Daronetcy has been conferred on the 
Rt, Hon, George Osborne Morgan, Liberal 
Member of Parliament for “ast Denbighshire. 
Sir George was bornin 1827, andis the son of 
a Welsh clergyman, He was highly success- 
ful at college and was elected member of 
Parliament for Denbighshire 1n\187s. He was 
Judge Advocate-General under Nir. Glad- 
stone In 1880 and in 1886 he was Under Secre- 
tary for the Colonlies.: 

A baronetcy has also been conferred on 8ir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British Minister at 
Washington, who is already an K. C. M. G., a 
K. C. B. and aK. C. M.G. sir Julian was 
born in 1828, and was called to the bar in 1852. 
He has been Attorney-General and Chief Jus- 
tice at Hong Kong, Chief Justice for the Lee- 
ward Islands, and has held other offices calcu- 
lated to qualify him for Washington. 


OHILI AND PERU. 


PROBABILITY OF TROUBLE BETWEEN 
THE TWO REPUBLICS. 


VALPASAISO, Aug. 22.—There is a probabil- 
ity of trouble between Peru and Chill. The 
offensive tone of the Peruvian press and the 
hostile talkin the Peruvian Congress have 
caused much comment here. If it is true, 
as it is freely rumored, that a secret treaty 
against Chili has been entered into between 
Argenta and Peru, Chill, while not 
seeking trouble, will not brook insult and is 
ready to meet it. 

Minister of Foreign Affairs Errazuriz has 
telegraphed to the Chillan Minister to Peru 
to state the terms of the offensive protocol 
to the government of that country and as- 
sure it that nothing is intended in the docu- 
ment to refiect inany way on its dignity and 
sovereignty. The Council of State at Santi- 
ago has approved the agreement for a com- 
mission to arbitrate the claims of citizens of 
the United States against Chill, the terms of 
which have been previously cabled. 

BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 22.—President Pelie- 
grini has resigned In consequence ofa conflict 
between the executive and Congress, the out- 
rome of the refusal of the Minister of Marine 
to answer an interpellationin regard to the 
naval estimates. Congress has requested 
Senor Saeng Pena, President-elect; to assume 
the reins of government.

Heavy Weights Have a Predilection for 
the Champion. 


SULLIVAN’S ADMIRERS NEARLY ALL 
MEN OF HIS OWN PHYSIQUE, 


Corbett’s Severe Training Methods—Both 
‘Men Annoyed by Curlous Spectatora— 
Betting is 2 to 1 on Sullivan—The Local 
Rowing War-—General Sporting News 
and Notes. 


New Yor«, Aug. 22.—There are only a few 
Gays between the event which will be a 
Waterloo to John L, Sullivan or the crowning 
glory of his career, Considering his age— 
nearly 84 years—the hot pace he has run for 
the last fifteen years, andthe natural effect 
ofapproaching middle age upon his mag- 
nificent physique, he is in fine condition, Hé 
lacks the elasticity which is an inseparable 
part of youthfulness; still he skips a rope 
with the agility of a young girl. Judging 
from the carehe takes of himself and his 
obedience to his trainer, he fully appreciates 
the necessity of being inthe pink of condi- 
tion, although his naive assurance naturally 
leads him to assume that he has got the 
**softest thing in his history,’’ as some of his 
sanguine admirers are in the habit of ex- 
pressing it. 

; HE IS NOT SOCIABLE. 

The champion’s stay at Good Ground has 
been one continua! round of adulation. That 
portion of Long Island has never had so 
greatalionto admire. Never has he ap- 
peared upon the piazza but what from fifty 
to a hundred pairs of eyes were fastened 
uponhim. The champion has become so 
much accustomed to this adulation that he Is 
surfeited with it. Unless a man of more 
than ordinary importance appears, he pays 
no attention to the many sight-seers who 
come to see him. Besides, John L, Sullivan 
cannot, by the greatest stretch of fancy, be 
called a good-humored man. His personali 
tyissuch that most men stand in fear of 
him. Even his expressions of playfulness’ 
are apt to inflict physical pain upon the 
recipient, Yet thousands of persons pay ex- 
horbitant ratflroad fares and put themselves 
to great personal inconvenience to see the 
strong boy from Boston, and would pay al- 
most any price to enjoy the blissof shaking 
hishand. Butonly a very few enjoy this 
privilege. To the ladies, however, he is 
courtesy Itself. Noreasonabie request made 
by one of them remains unfulfilled. 

A FAT MAN’S FAVORITE. 

One peculiarity about the visitors here is 
that they are nearly all big men. The more 
avoirdupois a man has the more admiration 
he seems to feelfor Sullivan. At the present 
time there are at ieast a dozen men around 
the inn who weigh 200 pounds or thereabouts. 
It would be hard to analyze the motives of 
these big men in coming here, but it is un- 
doubtedly for the purpose of comparing the 
big fellow with themselves, with the idea of 
learning where the disparity exists. Asa 
rule Sullivan is morose. Itis only at excep- 
tional times that he becomes good-humored. 
But it is a wonder that he is good-humored at 
all, considering the petty annoyances to 
which he is subjected in the way of impuddht 
questioning. 

SULLIVAN AS A SINGER. 

Here itis that Phil Casey getsin his fine 
work. Heacts asa sort of mintster plenipo- 
tentiary between the crowds andthe pugilis- 
tic hero. The women always appealto Mr, 
Casey to secure them an introduction to the 
champion. In his moments of leisure Casey 
isa very interesting talker. He frequently 
sits ‘on the piazza and delivers little impromtu 
lectures on training. Casey resorts to all 
sorts of expedients to keep up the courage of 
the champion while he is wading through the 
sand on the hot dusty road. For several 
evenings during the past week there have 
been concerts onthe piazza. John has occa- 
sionally joined in with a few discords 
which have been respectfully and even ad- 
miringly listened to and applauded heartily. 

Casey is not makingan effort to bring the 
champion down in weight. It was his inten- 
tion to reduce him to 200 pounds, but he has 
given up the idea, and is satisfied to keep him 
as near to his fighting weight as possibie. 
John’s fighting shoes have arrived. They 
are made of kangaroo skin and weigh but six 
ounces apiece. When wornin the ring they 
will be tied with a waxed end. 


CORBETT. 


CALIFORNIAN HAS BUCKLED DOWN TO 
STEADY WORK. 


Within the past week or so Corbett has 
shifted the course of his training and has 
buckled down to steady, hard labor. A few 
days ago Jim Daly, his heavyweight boxer 
and training ‘partner, and John McVay, the 
huge Philadelphia wrestler, ‘took his place. 
The reason of this change was no weakening 
on the part of Daly, but Corbett’s desire to 


handle a man whose weight would be more 
equal to that of the big Bostonian. This 
cbange has greatly increased the severity of 
his training, as it requires far more muscle 
to handle McVay’s 230 pounds than Daly’s 
186. 


THE 


WRESTLING WITH M’VayY. 

Your correspondent was with Corbett and 
his trainers recently a large portion of one 
day. As hecameupon the grounds McVay 
and Corbett were wrestling in the handbail 
court and a heterogenous crowd were on the 
outside peeping through the cracks of a high 
board petition which shuts it in. Under the 
eye Of Trainer William Delaney, the two 
giants pushed and tugged and writhed about 
the court until they were as wet with per- 
spiration as if they had jumped into the 
river, clothes and all. They left the court, 
pushing through a crowd that had been peep- 
ing through the cracks, and went into the 
trim little barn where the boxer punches the 
bag. The pugilist stepped upto the leather 
and sent in volley’ after volley. of 
strong, quick, accurate blows, dodging the 
rebounding bag so nimbly that his trainer 
smiled broadly and nodded suggestively at 
the knot of spectators. 

HOW CORBETT HITS. 

Corbett has a quick, straight, sharp blow. 
He can probably hitas hard as Sullivan, but 
he hits in an altogether different way. He 
does not swing as Sulilvan does, but strikes 
straight out like a flash, recovering instantly 
instead of following up the blow with a push. 
In this way he will get in two licks where 
most men would getin one. Jim seldom 
knocks a man over backwards; that is not his 
style. His sharp raps are intended to jar his 
opponent and daze him. 

Corbett considers himself inthree times as 
poow. shape as wlien he fought Jackson, and 
s every confidence in his being a winner. 

CORBETT MONEY 18 SCARCE. ° 

For so important a fight it is really aston- 
ishing to see how very little money is being 
betontheresult. This is owing, of course, 
to the vast number of people who want to 
bet their money on Sullivan. Corbett has 
plenty of admirers who are very anxious to 
see him win, but they do not think his 
chances of victory are sufficient to warrant 
their risking a large amount of money on 
him, evenat the tempting odds Sullivan’s 
backers are offering of $100 to $80, $100 to $60+ 
and even $100 to $50. Itisa question if any- 
thing short of $100 to $25 will provea suf- 
ficiently tempting bait to induce the Corbett 
admirers t» put uptheir money treely. Ail 
kinds of odds are being offered, but they get 
leave to stand, asthe takers are few and far 
between. Even the men who are furnishing 
the stake money for Corbett are not 
doing any betting at present. Per- 
haps men like Phil Dwyer 
and Ed Kearney, who have contributed $5,000 
and $2,500 respectively toward Corbett’s $10,- 
ofstake money, feel that they have taken 
sufficient risk on the bright and promising 
young Californian; although they may be 
waiting to do their betting at the ringside 
after they see a round or two of the fighting 
and can draw a line on Jim's ability to com- 

te with so formidable anopponent. Even 
fhe hustling Steve Brodle has only succeeded 
in placing $1,600 of the $10,000 he nas set aside 
to beton Sullivan. .

BASE BALL. 


‘*The man who planned the base ball dila- 
mond was far-sighted,’’ saida man who has 
given considerable thought to the national 
game the other day. ‘‘It was planned for 
the day of perfection in base ball and not for 
the game as it was first played, and only one 
change has been made in ail these years of 
improvement in the game—the pitcher has 
been moved further back. Take the distance 


from first base to second and from home to 
second, forinstance. How many close decis- 
ions there are at second base. The runner 
has a much shorter gistance to gothan the 
ball has to travel from the catcher to second, 
yet both are accomplishec in about the same 
time. An umpire has to be very near to 
make an accurate decision. It seems as 
though one thing was weighed against an- 
other. Then take the distance to third base. 
It is much shorter for the catcher to throw, 
but this is somewhat counter-balanced by 
the fact that the ball must be thrown from 
the right side and with the batsman inthe 
way the catcher must wheel around todotlt, 
So it becomes a close decision there witha 
fast runnertryingto make the steal. I tell 
you the man who planned the base bali dia- 
mond had a long head.’’ 


A CASE OF HARD LUCK. 

It is an old saying that the downward path 
is easy of descent. Umpire Barnie, perhaps, 
realized this yesterday, for, despite his in- 
competency, he is honest. Regulars who 


watched his work during the past week 
noticed that his work gave less satisfaction 
every day. He was going down the high road 
to rottenness at a rapid pace. After Satur- 
day’s exhibition yesterday’s denouement 
was inevitabie. 

Mr. Barnieis unfitted for the position of 
umpire, both by temperament and circum. 
stances. As managerof the Baltimore Club 
he became personally known to every player 
on the diamond, and ‘‘Baidhead Billy’’ was 
one of the most popular men in the frofes- 
sion. Familiarity does not breed respect, 
and this is Barnie’s greatest stumbling block. 
One rule of the game is that the players shall 
say *‘Mr. Umpire’’ but Mr. Barnie does not 
rejoice in thatappellution. He is just plain 
Biily and that is just the respect he gets. 

Again Mr. Barnie is nervous, vacillating 
and overanxious. He éndeavors to please 
and placate both sides, which is an unfor- 
givable fault in an umpire. He is lacking in 
the essential requisites ofa good umpire, in- 
dependence and back bone. All this was fore- 
seen by those who witnessed his work here, 
and base bali men the country over felt sorry 
when they heard that honest, popular Billy 
Barnie had accepted a position as umpire. 

The Browns had the lead up to the elghth 
inbing, when two adverse decisions, both 
fearfully costly, robbed them of the game.

The sulky does not push 
the horse; the horse draws~ the sulky; 
and it is’ therefore the speed of the 
horse that counts. Maud 8. or Sunol may 
have been, or even may be, abletotrot a 
mile in 2:0714%4, harnessed to a pneumatic- 
tired sulky, but they have not done it, and 
that is the fact one hasto deal with. Noone 
would think of detracting from the great 
feats of Zimmerman, the bicyclist, or Han- 
lan, the sculler, by arguing that, taking 
modern improyements in bicycles and scull- 
boats into consideration, present records 
are not as good as those of the old-timers. 
lt is the quickest time from end to end 
we’re aiming at, and Nancy Hanks so far 
has trotted from end to end of a mile quicker 
than any horse the world has ever known.
